houſe of religious women of St. Benedict's order, founded 


in 1599 at- Bruſſels, Dame Francis Gavin, D. Pudentiana 


Deacon, and Viviana Yaxley, having made their profeſ- 
fion and imbibed the 5 5 of their order at the laſt men- 


tioned convent, left the ſame in the year 1623, and under the

than the robes of royalty would have been; they received 
the poor clothes upon their knees, kiſſing and bedewing 
them with their tears, and theſe conſtituted part of the- 
mean apparel which they had on at their return to their- 
native count.

Great were their ſufferings during their tedious confine- 


ment, eſpecially from the want of bread and fuel, Theſe:

They were twenty in number when they were expelled:

his erudition and piety having long reſided at Rome, had

At length the ſcarcity of proviſions encreaſing, in a 
dreadful manner, throughout every part of France, and 
the abſurdity of detaining in confinement ſo many inno- 
cent ſufferers, for the original apprehenſion of whom there 
had never exiſted a pretence either of juſtices or of policy, 
being perceived by the rulers of that unhappy country, 
theſe ladies obtained liberty to quit their confinement, and 
on the 24th of April in the preſent year procured paſſports 
to return to their native country, 209% 

On their journey they made Cambray in their Way. 
Here they found that their liſtening to the advice that had 


been given them, in preparing proviſions againſt a ſiege, 


was made an accuſation againſt them, and the common peo- 
ple were made to believe that the prevailing ſeareity was 
greatly to be attributed to the Engliſh, who had amaſſed ſuch 


quantities of proviſions. They found however that their 


houſe and effects, though ſequeſtered and publicly fold hat 
never been paid for, nor had one been appointed to receive 
the —_—_ -money for the ſame, ' This circumſtance af. 
forded them a hope that they might, on a later day, receive 
ſome compenſation for their great loſſes. 1 8 


On the zd of May they ſailed from Calais, and on thegth 
arrived in London. Their arrival here was no ſooner known, 


than a Lady, ſtill more diſtinguiſhed by her extenſive charities 
than by her ſtation in life, — the chaplain of her family, 
a clergyman of the eſtabliſned church, to inform them that, 
conceiving their ſituation at a common inn to be exceed- 
ngly inconvenient and unpleaſant to them, ſhe had pro- 
vided a houſe at the weſt end of the town for them during 
their reſidence in London.

notice, they ſent to the clerk of the priſon to know what 
was to be done with them, but they received no other an- 
ſwer, except that they were to be ſent that afternoon th the 
Tower of anc, Accordingly they made up a few 
bundles of the articles that ſeemed to be moſt neceflary for 
their uſe. This being done they ſoon after received ann. 
ther viſit from the adminiſtrators of the diſtrict, who took 
all theſe little parcels from them, except a few ragged 
clothes of little value or uſe, This aforeſaid unwelcome 
viſit laſted from between three and four o'clock in the af. 
ternoon until nine at night, during which the auns were at 
different times told that where they were going they would 
want for nothing. „ | 
During this viſit they were turned ont of their cells, 
which they were no more permitted to enter, but the doors 
were locked againſt them, ſo that they had to remain four 
hours without ſo much as a ſeat to fit upon, at the end of 
which they were put into a cellar, which the keeper had 
appropriated for the criminals intended for execution; 
They accordingly expected that death would ſoon follow x 


-however, at eleven o'clock, the jailor with the adminiſtra-

Being deprived of the neceſſaries for a ſick perſon, 
and frequently not being able to procure. a drop of any 
thing to give their ſuperior in the acceſs of a raging fever, 
the diſtreſs of the religious was great beyond expreſſion.

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Lady Lucy Knatchbull the firſt abbeſs of the ſame, finding 
her community exceedingly encreaſed, obtained permiſſion 
from the government of England, to eſtabliſh a new convent 
in the town of Dunkirk, which was then in. poſſeſſion of the 
Engliſh, and which was afterwards fold by them to the 
French. It will not ſeem extraordinary that the above- 
mentioned Lady ſhould have had intereſt enough with the 
court of Charles II. to procure this permiſſion, when it is 
known that ſke not Wy had hoſpitably entertained that 
prince and his brother the 

auting the time of their exite in the low countries, but alſo 
ther {ne had rendered the royal cauſe the moſt effectual 
ſervices, in matters of higher concerns, as the king him- 
felf way pleaſed gratefully 10 acknowledge, after his reſto- 
tion, in letters, which are ſtill in the poſſeſſion of the 
aforeſaid community, Under this ſanction, on the 8th of 
May, 1662, twelve religious ladies arrived at Dunkirk, 
moit of whom were of ancient families, viz, the Dames 
Nevile, (daughter of Lord Abergaveny firſt baren of Eng- 
lan!) Forteſcue, Savage, Stanley, Webb, Henage, Caryll, 
Fordage, Eyre, together with certain lay-fiſters. Here, 
with the af! tance of ſeveral of the nobility of England, 
and amongſt others of the Marquiſſes of Wincheſter, Wor. 
celier and Towis, and of the Lords Petre, Arundel, and 
Carrington, they purchaſed a houſe, heretofore the gover- 
nors, with the lands adj 

the bounties of their af 
benefactions of the Caryl family, they built one of the moſt 
eompleat and handſome convents and churches in that 
part of the country. Dame Mary Caryl preſided over this 
community for the two firſt years, 1n quality of prioreſs, 
and then being duly elected abbeſs, governed the ſame 49 
years, at the rnd of which departing this life ſhe left a 
flouriſhing community of 46 Dames of the choir. From 
this period, under the government of five ſucceſſive ab- 
beſies, this convent continued to poſſeſs univerſal reſpect 
and eſteem, eſpecially. amongſt the people of the town in 
which it was ſituated, untill that ſcourge of the Almighty, 
the French tevolution, involved them-in the common mi- 
ſeries. A few years before this event, viz. in 1784, this 
convent received into its boſom the lady Abbeſs and con-

This reſpite however was but of ſhort 
duration, for on the 14th of the ſame month, both theſe | 
communities were carried off to Graveline, and lodged in 
the convent of the Engliſh Poor Clares, which thus became | 
the common placed of confinement for all the thre> com- 


munities. They were 6onveyed thither in a wretched boat 
ſcarce iarge enough to contain them, and in which they 
were in imminent danger of drowning, guarded all the 
war by hfiy ſoldiers. It is needleſs to relate the miſeries 
whiek theſe three communities endured during the eighteen 
m | months 
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months that they remained confined together. They were 
kept in a continual ſtate of dread by the threats that were 
uſed againſt them, and they muſt actually have periſhed 
from the want of neceſſaries, had not certain charitable 
friends, particularly of the town-of Graveline, who had 
always entertained a proper reſpect for the nuns eſtabliſhed 
there, frequently afforded them ſome aſſiſtance. After many 
ineffectual petitions made to the convention, which declared 
them to be at liberty, and yet kept them confined, at 
length they obtained permiſſion to return to England. 
They accordingly embarked at Calais on the 3zoth of 
April, and arrived in London on the 3d of May. 

Ihe aforeſaid Benedictine Dames are now ſettled at 
Hammerſmith, where, when proper arrangements are made, 
they propoſe to take young ladies as penſioners, and to pro-

well having taken poſſeſſion of the adjoining Mardyke, and 
Dunkirk itſelf, in a ſhort time, falling into the hands of 
the Engliſh, the nuns were ſo terrified that firſt a part and 
then, in 1661, the whole of this community retired to 
Ghent. This happened much againſt the inclinations of

By the benefactions of their friends and the advantage 
they derived from their penſions, theſe religious were en- 
abled to ſupport themſelves, in that. frugal manner, in| 
which it 1s their ge to live, until they became in- 
volved in the miſeries of the late Revolution.

THE POOR CLARES OF ROUEN. 

The mother-houſe of Poor Clares at Graveline, which 
has ſince its firft eſtabliſhment experienced ſo many diffe- 
rent fates, was ſo very numerous in 1648, that there was 2 
neceflity of ſending out part of them to form a colony elſe- 
where, This conſiſted of fifteen of the religious, amongſt 
whom were ſiſters Mary Taylor, Ignatia Bedingfield, Wine- 
frid Giffard, M. Magdalen Browne, and Clare Perkins. 
The city of Rouen in Normandy was the place of their 
ſettlement, where they met with much encouragement and 
many promiſes from the inhabitants, and ſtill more effectual 
ſupport from the royal bounty of King Charles II. Queen 
Catherine his illuſtrious conſort, others of the royal family, 
and the nobility and gentry of their own nation. Amongſt 
theſe Lord Viſcount Montague, the Lords Petre and Arun- 
dell, the Hon. Mr. Petre, Sir Richard and Lady Foſter, 
and the three Lady Weſtons, daughters of the Earl of Port- 
land, were the moſt conſpicuous, A daughter one of the 
aforeſaid Peers, the Hon. Miſs Arundell, became a pen-

She became the fourth abbeſs of this convent, 
which ſhe governed with wonderful piety and prudence i 
during 34 vears, paſſing to the reward of her good works 
in 1735. To her ſucceeded Frances Benedict Clifton, WW 
who dying in 1756, was ſucceeded by Margaret Tereſa i 
Vavaſſour. The lite of the abovementioned Mary of the 
Holy Croſs has been compiled and publiſhed by the moiſt F 
celebrated biographer of bur time, the late Alban Butler, 
author of that encyclopedia of ſacred literature the Lives 
of the Saints. | 4 
On the 24 of October, 1793, theſe religiouswere arreſted 
together with their chaplain, who alſo was wounded in his 
attempt to fly, and an inventory of their effects was made 
out, which were declared to be confiſcated. The firtt | 
things called for with threats of death in caſe they were | 
not preduced, were thoſe which the nuns were moſt | 
defirous of concealing, namely the deeds of their eſtablifh- 
ment. After that their keys were taken from them, their 
church ornaments carried off, the iron croſs and lead taken 
down from the roof of their church and convent, and 
even the wooden croſſes in the cloifters and garden, toge- | 
ther with the choir ſtalls, ſtatues, church books, and in ge- 
neral every thing that had any relation to the practice of | 
religion carried away burnt or demoliſhed. Laſtly, their 
convent was converted into a common goal for priſoners, | 
the number of which in a few weeks increaſed to 320 per- 
ſons, the nuns themſcives being confined in granaries or | 
other the moſt inconvenient part; of their houſe. 'Towards 
the conclaſion of Lent it was the pleaſure of their tyrant to 
remove them to a different priſcn, called St. Mary's, where 
the number of the confined amounted to above 700. Here 
they had ſtill more to ſuffer from the want of food and 
other neceſſaries of life, particularly of water, which, in 
the end, could not be procured without buying it at a high 
price. "I hey were alſo dreadfully incommoded from the 
want -of room and freſh air, many perſons being crouded 
together, during the heat of the ſummer, in each narrow 
cell.

which martyrdoms we hope will, at an early day, be laid 
before the public. We have heard of another community 
of Carmelite nuns, thoſe of Bourdeaux, who are deſcribed 
by an eye-witneſs to have marched to the ſcaffold, and to 
have conducted themfelves upon it, with the ſame chear- 
tul compoſure and inflamed piety which animated the 
-, abovementioned Carmelites of St. Denis. The laſt ſuffer- 
ers at Paris under the tyranny of Roberſpierre and his aſſo- 
ciates are ſaid to have been certain religious women, who 
declared that the next blood, after theirs, which ſhould 
embrue the guillotine, would be that of the very perſons 
by whoſe orders they were put to death. The event 
proved that this declaration was the fruit of a ſupernatural 
 Hlumination. Of the natives of our country who have 
been executed of late in France, we have yet only been 
able to hear of the following lady, whoſe death can with 
certainty be aſcribed to their religious principles or con- 
duct.

- The preſent State of Religion in CHINA *' 
"HERE is, at the preſent day, within the precincts of 
the Chineſe emperor's palace at Pekin a catholic cha- 
pel for the uſe of French miſſioners, who perform there, 
without moleſtation, all their ſacred functions, and where 
the Chineſe inhabitants, who are catholics, or who are 
deſirous of becoming ſo, reſort for the exerciſe of our ho- 
ly religion, Theſe miſſioners are admitted into this yaſt 


; empire, in conſequence of the jealouſy of the laws againſt 


ſtrangers, in quality of learned men or phyſicians to the 
emperor, hence they accompany him in all his journeys. 
The prelate who is at the head of this miſſion, and who 
direct the labours of the other miſſioners both in the city 
and in the different provinces, is honoured with title of 
and ranks as a Grand Mandarin, Beſides the propagation. 
of the true religion, which is the main object of theſe zea- 
lous miſſioners, they often have it in their power to be uſe- 


ful to the natives of Europe, who frequent the ports of 


China for the purpoſe of commerce, and alſo to promote 
uſeful literature and the advancement of the ſciences. The 
miſſioners. who devote themſelves to the cultivation of 
this remote part of the Lord's vineyard, are inſtructed be- 
fore they quit their own country, to make their wills, and 
to take a final leave of their parents and friends. Ihe 
functions of the miſſioners when they arrive in China are in 
general laborious, and thoſe who are employed in the pro- 
vinces are conſtantly on the foot in going from ane place 
to another. In theſe journeys they are frequently expoſed 
to ſeyere perſecutions and ſometimes to death itſelf. . Of 
all this. however they are apprized, previouſly to. their 
leaving Europe; their conſolation and ſupport under all 
their toils and dangers is drawn from that religion to the 


. cauſe of which they have devoted themſelves. ' The Al-

As the education 
of children born deaf and dumb muſt neceſſarily be eon- 
ducted on principles peculiar to ſuch an inſtitution, the 
Abbe Beylot propoſes the following, as the terms of his 
eſtabliſhment.— 1. The courſe of inſtruction muſt never be 
Jaterrupted even for a day; during the firſt two years, the 


pupils cannot he releaſed upon any account from the in- 


ſpecion of their inſtructor; at the end of that period, they 
will be no longer deaf to thoſe who can write, or dumb 
with thoſe who are able to read: 2. The number of pupils is 
not limited, They will be admitted at any age, but when 
more than ten years old, the difficulty of inſtruction is 
conſiderably increaſed. 3. Every pupil will be expected 
to bring a mattraſs, a pair of blankets, a counterpane, two 
palit of ſneets, fix towels, a knife and fork, and ſilver ſpoon, 
twelve ſhirts, twelve pair of ſtockings, ſix pocket hand- 
kerchiefs, and five-guineas for the purchaſe of an uniform, 
it being found neceſſary in theſe inſtitutions, that the pupils 
be cloathed alike. Any part of the above articles will be 
purcha ed by Mr. Beylot, (if required) and charged in the 
firſk.quarter's account. The body linen and cloaths will be 
replaced by Mr. Beylot during the pupil's reſidence with 
him, and the fame ſtock returned when he quits the 
achdemy. 4. Writing, drawing, and the manual exerciſe, 
being ſound abſolutely neceſſary in the education of deaf 
aud dumb children, the ſeveral maſters will be provided — 
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the academy Without any additional charge. 5. One 


hundred and fifty pounds per annum, is the ſum required, 
for which cloaths, linen, books, and every article whatſo- 
ever, excepting medicine, will be found. As Mr, Beylot 
is a Frenchman, and without capital, he muſt be impow- 
ered to draw quarterly on ſome reſpeRable houſe for the 
amount. The public are aſſured that no extraordinary 
revenue is aimed at; when it is conſidered that no vaca- 
tion is allowed, which makes, according to the preſent 
ſyſtem, one quarter difference in the T e and that 
every article is included, beſides the infinite labour of 
every moment's, attention, the terms it is hoped will not 
be found higher than the common price of liberal educa- 


tion. 6. Every wiſh relative to any e line of 


ſtudy, or profeſſion, if made known to Mr. Beylot, ſhall be 
moſt ſcrupulouſly attended to. Eight years are neceſſary
